Olds man charged with 
sex offenses

A 37-year-old Olds man has been charged with nine counts of 
sex related offenses involving young girls 

Arnold Kim Schuh was charged by Olds RCMP after an 
investigation held over the weekend The alleged victims are all 
young girls aged 4 to 11-vcars-old 

Schuh has been charged with five counts of sexual interference 
for incidents in 1993, 1994 and 1995, two counts of sexual assault 
and two counts of corrupting morals related to incidents in 1995 
RCMP arc continuing to investigate 

Schuh is currently being held in custody and will make his first

Allegations of contraventions 
of the Municipal Government Act 
and the F.nvironmental Protection 
Act have been levelled at town 
council by its former Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Office 

In a letter to the editor which 
was later withdrawn, former CAO 
Mike Storey alleged that council 
had contravened the MGA on five 
separate occasions and the EPA 
once. 

Storey said the first contraven¬ 
tion occurred on March 30 when 
town council held a special meet¬ 
ing, passing two resolutions re¬ 
garding the decision to rescind the 
appointments of both the CAO 
and the Assistant Administrator. 
Storey alleged that since no CAO 
was in attendance and the minutes 
were not recorded, the meeting 
was illegal, making the resolu¬ 
tions illegal 

“Although my appointment 
was subsequently rescinded by 
bylaw at a meetmg held April 4, 
1995, it is evident that the Assist¬ 
ant Administrator ’ s termination ef¬ 
fective March 31,1995 is invalid 
and this council may owe her a 
further amount of wages and ben¬ 
efits until a legal termination reso¬ 
lution is passed in a duly consti¬ 
tuted meeting,’’ Storey said in the 
letter 

But Didsbury’s current acting 
CAO Doug Plamping said the min-

from the exams and would receive 
a zero on her marks if she did not 
write, despite the sympathy of the 
school board and its senior admin¬ 
istration 

School Superintendent Dr Altha 
Neilson said she understood why 
Quaife’s daughter and others would 
want to be exempted but said Al¬ 
berta Education regulations did not 
allow it. 

“The position of Alberta Educa¬ 


tion is that unless the student will be 
totally traumatized by writing the 
exam or is incapable of writing the 
exam, they should because even if 
they only get one point, that is bet¬ 
ter than a zero,’’ Neilson said. 

Quaife, who represented a group 
of six parents who have been fight¬ 
ing to have their children exempted 
since March, said students enrolled 
in the Integrated Occupation Pro¬ 
gram in Olds, should not write the 


departmental exam because IOP 
students follow a different curricu¬ 
lum than standard grade nine 
classes The exam tests students 
across the province on the standard 
curriculum Quaife said writing the 
exam will only cause a lack of self 
esteem and stress. 

The school board agreed testing 
IOP students on regular curriculum

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Town council notes

Town council formally adopted 
the recently developed economic 
development strategy, opening the 
door for policies and by-laws to be 
created to help along their seven 
percent growth plan 

After consulting with the public 
on the plan, which outlines strate¬ 
gies for increasing Didsbury ’ s popu¬ 
lation by seven percent, only one 
change was made to the proposal 
before it was adopted. 

Acting CAO Doug Plamping 
said that change was in the practise 
of charging developers property 
taxes for partially constructed 
projects After hearing from devel¬ 
opers who said the practise penal¬ 
ized them because they could make 
no income on an unfinished project, 
the town decided to discontinue the 
practise. 

Plamping said initial policies and 
by-laws should be drafted and pre¬ 
sented to town council sometime 
this month. 

Town council has decided to get 
out of the plumping business 

After hearing concerns that town 
public works employees were be¬ 
ing pulled off important projects to 
deal with residents backed up sewer 
lines, council voted to end its sewer 
cleaning service unless plumbers 
are not available, if the plumber 
can't clear the blockage or if it is an 
emergency. 

Operational services director 


Hans Janssen said his staff have 
been interrupted in the past by home 
owners who call for sewer service 
simply because the plumber can’t 
respond quickly enough The new 
policy also states that correction 
sewer line blockages caused in the 
town ’ s sewer 1 me wi 11 be reimb ursed 
by the town. 

Acting CAO Doug Plamping 
said another reason town staff 
should stay off residential property 
is for insurance purposes He said 
the Municipal Government Act al¬ 
lows for the town’s liability in sew¬ 
age back up cases, but said the 
insurance is void if a town staff 
member steps on private property 

Community members showed 
no interest in researching council 
remuneration deals, so the town’s 
administration has been charged to 
look into the matter 

At the council’s last meeting in 


May, council decided to ask the 
public to form a committee looking 
into how much council gets paid by 
comparing it to other jurisdictions 
But advertising the chance brought 
no takers. 

But instead of dropping the mat¬ 
ter, council asked town administra¬ 
tion to compare rates and prepare a 
report 

Any changes to council remu¬ 
neration won’t take affect until af¬ 
ter the next election 

A Didsbury couple has been 
hired to take over the new position 
of campground residents for this 
year 

Sherry and Lajos Gy-Varga were 
chosen from among several candi¬ 
dates to fill the position which al¬ 
lows them live at the Rosebud Val¬ 
ley Campground and take care of 
maintenance and other duties dur¬ 
ing the camping season

Court shorts

Taunts by Sundre men caused Barkley Wayne Carrier, 19, to react 
“rather badly” according to his legal counsel, court was told on June 
7. Carrier was charged with assault when he reacted to mockery of his 
name outside the Sundre Burger Baron on November 17,1994 Carrier, 
who has no pnor record, sustained serious injuries when a third youth 
interceded in the initial altercation involving two males The incident 
was triggered when two teenaged boys began calling out his first name 
and making ‘barking’ noises. Carrier’s lawyer said a sentence in this 
case would not be viable as a deterrent as he considered the incident to 
be “out of character” for his client A request for an absolute discharge 
was denied. Carrier was instead given a three month probation order 
and ordered to carry out 15 hours of community service. 

Larry Leonard, 40, violated probation orders to keep the peace and 
remain on good behaviour when he assaulted his wife, who was not 
seriously injured, on February 23, 1995. A lengthy history of alcohol 
related offences, in addition to driving offences and a 1980 assault on 
a police officer generated a request for a “ short, sharp sentence’ ’ by the 
crown prosecutor who reiterated the gravity of spousal abuse. Proba¬ 
tion officer Bruce Herzog suggested that further probation might be m 
order as the accused had completed an alcohol treatment program, 
obtained steady employment and had completely ceased imbibing 
alcohol since the assault occurred. “I’m going to give you a break and 
1 hope you won’t abuse it,” the judge said, sentencing the accused to a 
60 day term of incarceration to be served on week ends, a further 18 
month period of probation, and a $200 fine

I urge the citizens of Didsbury to 
support our Town Council in their 
appeal against the vicious increase 
in the value of residential land in the 
town (from $13.86 million to $22.44

Help available for those ‘dying to be thin’

While financial cuts may place 
future programs in limbo, Didsbury 
Preventative Program Coordinator 
Lisa Lough hopes to continue bring¬ 
ing in speakers, support personnel 
and info-tainment’ productions 
such as the recent play seen by 
Didsbury students entitled, ‘Dying 
to be Thin’ (presented by Vancou¬ 
ver’s travelling Carousel Theatre 
Company), 

Lough saw the play as one way to 
reach students battling personal self- 
image demons and open up the sub¬ 
ject for discussion 

A ‘silent disease’, sufferers of 
eating disorders are, almost without 
exception, apprehensive about seek¬ 
ing help, as it would mean ‘admit¬ 
ting’ to ‘shameful’ behaviour 

Boys tend to lean toward phy¬ 
sique-altering drugs (steroids) while 
girls all too often tum to binging 
and purging 

Lough said that while males and 
females tend to have disparate man¬ 
ners of reacting to social coercion to 
adhere to ‘acceptable’ body types, 
the damage can be equally ravag¬ 
ing 

Bulimics find themselves in a 
vicious ‘Catch-22- situation While 
fighting to maintain an ‘attractive’ 
weight through purging, the dam¬ 
age done to the stomach and throat 
caused by regurgitated acid also 


spreads to the gums, effectively ru¬ 
ining a pretty smile, causing yet 
more damage to an already precari¬ 
ous measure of self esteem 

1 laving seen a propensity toward 
low self esteem relating to body 
image anxieties in children as young 
as eight and nine years of age, Lough 
is not alone in championing a more 
open discussion climate to establish 
a starting point allowing pre-teens 
and young adults to successfully 
combat health-threatening diseases 
relating to self-image 

The play was partially covered 
by student council funds and budg¬ 
eted amounts set aside before the 
F.C.C S, program was re-aligned 
and it is hoped that programs viewed 
as crucial by those who see the 
value of preventative programming 
will find funding in future. The re¬ 
cent round of funding cuts to city 
hospitals has eliminated many pro¬ 
grams formerly in place and private 
counselling fees can be exorbitant 
1 lowever, help is available. 

Students ean start by approach¬ 
ing PPC’s, like Lough, a trusted 
teacher or counsellor, or contact the 
Distress Centre with two main lines 
out of Calgary. The I'een Line, open 
from 5 p.m to 11 p.m is (403) 264- 
8336. The Drug Line, open from 5 
p.m to 11 p.m is (403) 269-3784 
The Calgary Family Service Bu¬ 
reau number is (403) 233-2370, but 
there is often a waiting list for their 
counselling service Parents and 


children should note that the Dis¬ 
tress Centre will provide up to six 
counselling sessions to ensure help 
is not delayed 

“Anorexics are difficult to help 
as they genuinely believe they do 
not have a problem (other than be¬ 
ing too fat)”, a handout from the 
Ministry of Health points out In 
their case, intercession is impera¬ 
tive Bulimics on the other hand. 


know they have a problem, but have 
great difficulty admitting it They 
require plenty of support, reassur¬ 
ance and encouragement before they 
will accept help 

Suggestions for those unsure of 
how to proceed include researching 
eating disorders in order to under¬ 
stand the problem fully and finding 
professional help and/or a support 
group 


The determining validation that 
an eating disorder has progressed to 
the hazardous stage is reached when 
the disorder begins to rule the life of 
the person affected. 

The good news. Lough said, is 
that even though the battle of fight¬ 
ing eating disorders is often daunt¬ 
ing, the war can be won- with help 
from those experienced in these 
types of conditions. 


At the Kitchen 
Table

It's about a year and a half since the last above 
ground bit of the old house was taken aw ay and the 
foundation lay exposed Because the w ell w as w ithin 
part of the foundation, that part had to be preserv ed 
and we built a lower deck over it We hired a man 
with ahydraulicjackhammer to break up the cement 
foundations from under the "new er" portions but w e 
didn't make any effort to remove the stonework that 
was under the original house This area is about 
12x12, six feet deep and open at the w est end where 
it joined the basement in the newer portion Ralph's 
dad hand built it with what must have been tremen¬ 
dous effort and from truly enormous stones 

What are we going to do about Grandpa's rock 
work, we kept asking ourselves and finally 1 called 
a professional landscape person to give us some 
ideas 1 loved the plan, tiered decks, sandstone floor, 
jumpers and vines and flowing lawn More rock 
work and some raised flower beds but eliminate 
some of the old flow er beds and simplify w herev er 
possible After all, we keep telling ourselves, we are 


getting older and we w ant to have things a bit easier 
to keep in our declining years This may be a good 
time to cut back on the garden and truly I buy too 
many bedding plants Simplify will be our watch¬ 
word, easier is better, clean lines and minimal 
clutter 

Julien, Ralph's brother, came from Ottawa in 
early May and had scarcely unpacked before he w as 
hauling rock for the floor He fitted sandstone like 
giant jig-saw pieces and worked sand into the crev¬ 
ices He scouted special rocks for the steps and 
attached chains to them so that Ralph w ould need to 
take minimal time from field work to pick them up 
with the loader Steps formed from lov ely , huge, flat 
stones led into the pit. flower beds climbed in tiers 
toward ground level He made a bench seat with a 
back rail for the lower deck, stepping stones to the 
ga/.ebo. a trellis for the Virginia creeper to climb on 
and one for the scarlet runner beans He rescued 
Grandma's daffodils, almost lost at the edge of a 
destroyed foundation and moved heliopsis from the 
centre of what will be new lawn He hauled fresh 
earth for my nasturtium planters and removed the 
old stump from the east flower bed In a spare 
moment he planted the 50 willows that will form our 
new windbreak It is not all exactly according to the 
plan but it's close enough and it's lovely and maybe, 
most important, it's done Now it was Ralph’s and 
mv tum 


The lovely new flower beds were going to need a 
lot of bedding plants and since I was not ready to 
eliminate the old beds, we had to double the usual 
petuniaorder Well, the old beds are full of important 
things and until we set up our new low maintenance 
peony border I couldn't very well just ignore the old 
beds could I? Something would have to go in w here 
the old stump had been because the delphinium 
needs something to lean against and tie to in a storm 
The raised beds under the spruce tree are too shaded 
for anything but impatiens and it seemed easier to 
plant them then to haul them away My sister-in-law 
Mane had gone to a great deal of trouble to start 
tomatoes and geraniums and 15 miniature dahlias 
for the sunny east bed and I really like borders of 
alyssum and lobelia and look. I started all these 
sedums from cuttings and 1 certainly don't w ant them 
going to w aste I also don't like the exposed, scruffy 
w ay the ground under the big spruce looks and so w e 
cut a sw ath with the rot-tiller and planted the Marv el 
of Peru seedlings Darlene Hallett gave me and a row' 
of candytuft and African daisies 

We have planted and planted and planted We 
have more flower beds than ever, the garden is just 
as big as it ever was and truly, truly there are a lot of 
steps out there for people who were planning for 
their declining years

Weeding out the offenders 

By-law number 84-10 dealing with regulation of ‘ ‘unsightly premises’ ’ is 
implemented “typically on a complaint basis only”, Didsbury by-law en¬ 
forcement officer Robert Wigg said. The by-law states that an owner, lessee, 
tenant or agent of the owner shall be responsible to cut the grass on grounds 
and on boulevard adjoining the owner’s property and to cut back dandelions, 
crab and quack grass and other weeds on same Upon receiving a complaint, 
the town will issue a notice to the owner, who is given 12 days to correct the 
problem If no action is taken by the owner, the town many then cut the grass 
and/or weeds and charge the cost of the work done against the property as 
taxes due and owing and collecting it as such There are no exemptions to the 
unsightly premises by-law, Wigg said, advising that town-owned property is 
subject to identical appraisal, with cutting notices issued when deemed 
necessary While Wigg said he’s received feedback contesting the need for 
a complaint to be filed before action is taken he said, “Legally, I need a 
complaint statement and if the person I 'm dealing with w ants to know who 
complained, legally I have to give them that name There are probably 15 or 
20 weed notices out right now, most people will likely comply. My policy 
is after 12 days to move in and cut the grass I will probably be using a private 
company to do that as opposed to town
